persons to "sign this petition to 
keep the price of milk from go- 
ing up." 


"The very purpose of said 


Act 306 was to protect the pub- 
lic of Arkansas from vicious 
trade practices calculated and 
intended to eliminate independ- 
ent competition and increase 
the price of milk to the ulti- 
mate consumer," Fletcher said. 


The workers also told signers 


the Act became law on March 
13, 1967, Fletcher said, when in 
reality it would not have be- 
come law until July 1. 


The effect was to lead the 


signers to believe the Act al- 
ready was in effect and that 
their signatures would have no 
impact on its becoming law, be 
said. 


Fletcher said the ballot title 


omitted references to 13 unfair 
trade practices used to hide 
rebates, the fact that proces- 
sors, distributors and retailers 
had to pay only $1 for the li- 
cense specified in the Act and 
the fact that the Act would be 
in effect only two years. 


If the Supreme Court voids 


the petitions, the Act could go 
into effect immediately. 


It creates a five-member 


commission with the authority 
to set minimum prices on milk 
and other dairy products and 
to conduct hearings and investi- 
gations. Gov. Winthrop Rocke- 
feller already has named the 
members of the commission.

'Numerous Heart Attack' 
Claims Sometimes Colitis 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D.

Q—What are the symptoms 


of colitis? Can it cause con- 
stipation? 


A—The chief symptoms are 


loose stools often flecked with 
mucus, excessive gas in the 
intestines sometimes accom- 
panied by rumbling noises 
and diffuse abdominal distress 
which may vary from a vague 
uneasiness to severe cramping 
pains. There may be pains in 
the chest. Many a neurotic 
woman who complains of fre- 
quent heart attacks has a 
healthy heart and a nervous 
irritable colon. 


Colitis is at the opposite 


pole from constipation which 
is properly defined as having 
stools that are hard and dry 
and difficult to pass. Many a 
person with colitis, however, 
overempties the bowel, then 
skips a day. He may mis- 
takenly refer to this as con- 
stipation. 


Q_What is the difference 


between a spastic colon and 
ulcerative colitis? 
Could a 


spastic colon lead to ulcera- 
tive colitis? 


A—Spastic or mucous coli- 


tis is the less serious of the 
two. It is caused by emotional 
upsets, by taking laxatives 
and other irritants or by over- 
indulgence in fruit and vege- 
tables, especially when eaten 
raw. The cause of ulcerative 
colitis is unknown. There is 
no relation between the two 
diseases. 


Although a victim of spastic 


colitis may have several loose 
stools a day they are not as 
numerous as those of ulcera- 
tive colitis and do not contain 
blood. A person with spastic 
colitis can usually maintain a 
fairly good state of nutrition 
in spite of the food that passes 
through him undigested, but 
the person with ulcerative co- 
litis has a progressive loss of 
weight unless the disease can 
be controlled. 


Q—Is it harmful to take

A—Azulfidine, one of the 


sulfa drugs, is usually given 
for ulcerative r a t h e r than 
spastic colitis. It should be 
taken only under close medi- 
cal supervision which should 
include periodic blood counts. 
Sines malt soup extract is a 
laxative it should not be taken 
routinely by anyone and never 
by a person with a tendency 
to loose stools. Vitamin B-12 
will cure pernicious anemia 
but not spastic colitis.

crane couple in captivity, have 
produced their first chick and 
are anxiously awaiting a sec- 
ond. 


The chick popped out of his 


shell Thursday two days before 
officials of the San Antonio zoo 
expected, but zoo Director Fred 
Stark said it was "healthy and 
lively." 


Experts tried for more than 10 


years to get Rosie to mate. 


Rosie was taken into captivity 


11 years ago after she was 
found injured. 


Two years ago she was sent to 


a New Orleans zoo to mate with 
a whooper named George. When 
that didn't work, Rosie was 
paired off with Crip, another 
injured bird rescued from the 
wild, and sent here last January 
to set up house keeping. 


Rosie delighted the zoo offi- 


cials by laying the egg June 7 
and another two days later. 


Thursday Crip took over the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


half-dollar, a scarce item in re- 
cent years, shows signs of reap- 
pearing In significant numbers 
on the U, S. money scene. 


That's the word from Robert 


A. Wallace, assistant secretary 
of the Treasury and the man 
who supervised the Treasury 
Department's recent crash pro- 
gram to end the coin shortage. 


Except for half-dollars, that 


shortage has been declared offi- 
cially at an end. 


Wallace said, however, there 


are encouraging signs for the 
half-dollar. He's had reports of 
more and more of them finding 
their way into circulation and 
many banks now have halves 
available where in the past they 
had virtually been unobtainable. 


But Wallace said he's not yet 


ready to declare the hall-dollar 
shortage ended. The supply, he 
said in a Thursday Interview, 
still falls far short of demand. 


In addition to the basic coin 


shortage which developed sev- 
eral years ago partly because of 
increased use of vending ma- 
chines, the newer half-dollar 
was saved as a memento of the 
late President John F. Kennedy, 
whose likeness appears on those 
minted in recent years. 


Wallace said the ban imposed 


May 18 on export of silver coins 
should help the half-dollar hold 
its own. But just when the short- 
age can be declared ended is a 
question on which Wallace hesi- 
tates to speculate. 


Half-dollars now are being 


produced at the rate of 24 mil- 
lion a month, a pace limited by 
the capacity of private industry 
to make the metal strips from 
which the halves are made. 


About 
850 million Kennedy 


halves have been produced since

BERLIN (AP) - 
Seventy- 


nine persons, many of them 
children, perished in a shower 
of flaming gasoline Thursday 
when an East German train 
crashed Into a tanker truck In 
one of Europe's worst postwar 
rail disasters. 


Dozens of injured were rushed 


to hospitals, and it was feared 
the death toll would go higher 
as many were reported in criti- 
cal condition.

in Vietnam during the fiscal 
year just ending will double the 
administration's original esti- 
mates," said the committee. 
"And there are already signs 
that actual spending on the war 
in the upcoming fiscal year may 
appreciably outrun first esti- 
mates." 


The committee predicted a 


possible $4 billion to $6 billion 
jump In war costs In fiscal 1968 
that began July 1 over adminis- 
tration estimates of $21.8 billion. 


The administration originally 


calculated fiscal 1967 Vietnam 
costs at $10.6 billion. That figure 
was hiked to $19.9 billion last 
January and administration of- 
ficials have said the total could 
reach $20.4 billion when all bills 
are in.

Congress wasn't given more 
accurate estimates, it was una- 
ble to consider in the true light 
the need for a tax increase or 
federal 
spending cutback* 


The panel said the President 


should take adequate economic 
measures to compensate for 
increased military spending. 


President Johnson's bid for a
